have the spectacle of the Presi¬ 
dent’s son and secretary inter¬ 
vening in the Florida election on 
behalf of Senator Pepper. Here 
we have one of the many in¬ 
stances where the Federal gov¬ 
ernment dictates to the States 
whom shall be sent to Washing¬ 
ton to support the administration. 
That, we submit, is a violation, 
if not of the letter, at least of 
the spirit of the Constitution, 
which the President has taken oath 
to preserve, protect and defend. 
Under the Constitution Senators 
are elected by the State, to repre¬ 
sent the State. 

Is it not immoral to appropriate 
vast sums for relief and then di¬ 
vert many millions into other 
channels not remotely connected 
with "human suffering?” Since 
1933 the National Emergency 
Council has spent $1,000,000 per 
year out of relief money. The 
NEC is a propaganda machine. 
Various other gadgets set up by 
the first New Deal brain trusters 
"live on relief.” One of these is 
the National Resources Board 
$1,000,00 per year. Another is the 
Prison Industries Board, $800,000 
annually. Another is the Porto 
Rico Recovery Administration, 
which needs only $11,000,000. And 
there are many others, spending 
other millions of relief money. 
The diversion of relief funds to 
support these governmental 
boards, commissions and councils 
has been going on since 1933. 
They serve no public purpose ex¬ 
cept to furnish berths for poli¬ 
ticians, and have no standing at 
law. They were created by ex¬ 
ecutive decree. Such diversion of 
moneys voted to save the starving 
is morally indefensible, and if it 
goes on unrebuked will stand as 
another indictment of our moral 
integrity, and irrefutible evidence 
that we have out-Romed ancient 
Rome in venality. 

Again we ask, is it not Immoral 
to keep on piling up a debt 
which this generation cannot pos¬ 
sibly pay, expecting that future 
generations will pay for our 
damfoollshness ? Is it not im¬ 
moral for our government leaders 
to continue borrowing and bor¬ 
rowing without the remotest 
thought of paying? As a matter 
of fact the President and leaders 
in Congress know full well that 
these billions cannot be repaid 
and never will be paid. The co¬ 
lossal debt cannot and never will 
be liquidated except by inflation 
or repudiation. The fiscal policy 
of the administration insofar as 
it pertains to its borrowing and 
spending program is shot full of 
dishonesty and deception and has 
been administered with the max¬ 
imum of graft, corruption and 
partisan political advantage. 

Morality in government has 
fallen to a new low, and since a 
people take their moral tone from 
the leadership they select, the ef¬ 
fect on our National life i3 quite 
apparent. 

We do not need a search war¬ 
rant to find the causes behind our 
lapse of morals, our loss of con¬ 
science or the fading of our 
American dream. They are all the 
direct result of the infiltration of 
economic and political poisons 
from abroad, , 

Of course the organized Com¬ 
munist party, or the Nazi, or 
Fascist, does not constitute a ma¬ 
jor threat to our political sys¬ 
tem. They are too few. But their 
dogma has penetrated the think-

A SURVEY of things gone 
wrong in our National life 
would be incomplete without 
reference to our decline in moral 
integrity, with emphasis on our 
lapse of morals in government. 
Leaders in government take the 
position that whatever they can 
get by with, whatever they are 
slick enough to put over on us, 
is all right, and we, callously and 
indifferently allow them to do it. 

We ask, is it not immoral to 
make political capital out of hu¬ 
man misery? It is not immoral 
to apportion relief among the 
party faithful, and on such terms 
and conditions as will make cer¬ 
tain the outcome of the next 
election? It is not immoral to ap¬ 
propriate billions of the taxpayers 
money on the eve of an election 
with the sole purpose of controll¬ 
ing that election? 

A very recent illustration of 
this state of affairs is the victory 
of Senator Pepper in the Florida 
primaries. No one in Washington 
or elsewhere questions that the 
reasons for the Pepper victory 
were the degree to which the 
WPA relief organization was 
used in his behalf, and the Fed¬ 
eral funds which his position as 
administration candidate enabled 
him to get or to promise for his 
state. 

What we come down to is this 
—in effect, under existing condi¬ 
tions, administration candidates 
make their campaigns with the 
taxpayer’s money, not their own. 
It is a revolting state of affairs, 
but it is the truth. And then we

The fishing parson of Spring- 
field, Vt,, has won his right to 
go Sunday fishing. The church 
trustees, by a vote of 37 out of 
38, upheld his action, and the 
parishioners—350 strong—cheered 
the verdict.

We 
are almost certain those uncom- 
primising Puritans, Mather and 
Edwards, would sadly conclude 
Vermont has today sold itself into 
perdition. During the rest of the 
summer, Sunday services will be 
held two hours earlier so the 
Springfield congregation can go 
fishing. Does this mean as Ver¬ 
mont goes, so goes the nation? 

Some conception of the haz¬ 
ards of highway travel is afforded 
by a recent State Highway Pa¬ 
trol test, which disclosed the odds 
as 7 to 1 against any automobile 
being mechanically perfect. Only 
36 out of 256 cars tested were 
given a perfect score. The re¬ 
port said nothing as to efficiency 
of the driver’s. 


There are only 18 registered 
nurses for 21,048 hospital patients 
in California’s nine mental hospi¬ 
tals; Agnews, Napa, Patton, 
Stockton, Mendocino, Norwalk, 
Sonoma State Home, Pacific 
Colony, and Spadra Narcotic Hos¬ 
pital. They only work in the 
surgical wards. The state budget 
provides for only 62 physicians to 
prescribe for the patients. 

It doesn’t necessarily follow, 
by any means, that a plump fig¬ 
ure is a sign of well being and 
prosperity, according to Dr. U. C. 
Keer, of the University of Cali¬ 
fornia School of Medicine. "Men 
have just come to assume that it 
is so,” says the doctor. 

Whereas a few of the more 
skeptical citizens have been won¬ 
dering whether their pocketbooks 
would have a rich green-and-sil- 
ver lining next year, Treasury 
officials put their fears at rest 
this week. If you are an average 
citizen you will wear out $35 
in currency this coming fiscal 
year, the officials announced. For 
that reason, government printing 
presses are today roaring at top 
speed, producting $18 million in 
new bills daily to replace the 
frayed and worn-out currency. 
Those whirring presses certainly 
constitute one business that’s al¬ 
ways in the money! 

The grim walls of California's 
prisons house a total of 175 wo¬ 
men criminals as against 8,000 
men.

Why does our Constitution make 
the Supreme Court and other fed¬ 
eral courts a separate branch of 
our government and independent of 
political pressure? 

Dr. A. Lawrence Lowell, presi¬ 
dent emeritus of Harvard Univer¬ 
sity, recently summed up the hun¬ 
dreds of years of struggle for free 
and Independent courts as follows: 

“Let us not forget that the atti¬ 
tude of the bench and the security 
on which it rests are the price of a 
long fight for the liberty of English- 
speaking people. That justice among 
men should be freely administered 
Independent of control by the crown 
■was the result of a great struggle, 
of a bitter civil war In England and 
was finally achieved by the expul¬ 
sion of a king. The fruits of that 
utruggle we inherited and they have 
always been cherished by us. In the 
Declaration of Independence one of 
the charges against George III was 
that he had made Judges dependent 
on his will alone for the tenure of 
their offices, and by the Constitu¬ 
tion our forebears provided that no
